The Atlantic Coast Conference was 
founded on May 8, 1953, atthe Sedgefield 
Inn near Greensboro, N.C., with seven 
charter members — Clemson, Duke, Mary- 
Jand, North Carolina, North Carolina Sta, 
South Carolinaand Wake Forest-—-draw. 
ing up the conference by-laws. 

The withdrawal ofseven schools from 

e Southern Conference came early om 
the morning of May 8. 1985, during the 
Southem Conference's annual spring meet 
ing, On June 14, 1953, the seven members 
met in Raleigh, N.C., where a set of by- 
Jaws was adopied and the name became 
officially the Atlantic Coast Conference 

On December 4, 1953, conference 
officials met again at Sedgefield and offi- 
cially admitted the University of Virginia 
The frst, andonly, withdrawal ofa school 
from the ACC came on June 30, 1971 
when the University of South Carolina 
tendered its resignation, 

The ACC operated with seven mem- 
bers until April 3, 1978, when Georgia 
Tech was admitted.

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As this list of highlights attests, Florida State has excelled 
inthe 1990s with exceptional strength, energy and vision for the 
future. Under the leadership of the university’s 12th president 
Talbot “Sandy” D’Alemberte, who took office in January 1994, 
FSU will continue to build on the foundation of its history of 
excellence in scholarship, research and service. 

‘A senior member of the 10-member State University Sys- 
tem, FSU was founded as an institution of higher learning in 
TS51 by legislative act and began in Tallahassee with its first 
students in 1857 

Today, FSU's operating budget is $525 million, Faculty 
and administrators generate more than $112 million annually 
in external funding to supplement state-sponsored research 
Three direct-support organizations serve to bolster the uni~ 
versity: the FSU Foundation, which raised $301 million in 
private gifts during the university's first eapital eampai 
Seminole Boosters and the FSU Alumni Association, 

The main campus is spread over 455.5 acres in Tallahassee 
FSU, which has one of the smallest eampuses in the SUS, has 
been actively acquiring land in the 1990s after years of being 
landlocked at 347 acres. FSU owns 1,308 acres in Leon, Bay, 
Franklin and Sarasota counties. 

‘Within the state, the university maintains facilities at its 25 
‘acre campus in Panama City its Marine Laboratory inthe Gulf of 
‘Mexico, the Appleton Museum in Ocala and the Asolo Performing 
Arts Center in Sarasota. The Center for Professional Development 
and Public Service, housed inthe Augustus B. Turbull Ill Florida

the 46th Annual Orange Bow! Classic. 

For 17 minutes, it appeared Florida 
State would see its dream of a 12-0 
Season and possible national champion- 
ship come true as it took a 7-0 lead on 
Mike Whiting’ one-yard touchdown run 
in the first quarter. 

FSU hada chance to double its lead 
‘moments later. OU punter Fred Keeling’s 
kick was blocked by Seminole comer-back 
Bobby Butler and recovered on the Okla- 
hhoma 17 by Keith Jones. 

After a fist down, FSU failed to gain 
‘more than two yards on three tries. Rick 
Stockstill fumbled a snap from center on

Following a25-yard pickup by Sims 
and a sack by James Gilbert, Watts kept 
the ball on a sweep tothe right and ran 61 
yards fora score.
